Cab'es Fcr Particulars. 


"Washington, Aug. 23.—Acting Secre- 


tary of atale Adee this morning cabl- 
ed to United States Minister Conger 
at Pein asking for further light upon 
the siuatxm in regard to Chinese neu- 
trality and the occurrence at Shanghai 
and Chefoo. It is stated that no action 
•will be taken by the state department 
until after a reply shall have been re- 
ceived.

Waval Court's Verdict. 


Shanghai, Aug. 23.—A- navai eourL 


here after hearing the evidence regard- 
ing the sinking of the British steamer 
Hipsang, has decided that the vessel 
•was sunk without just cause. The Hip 
sung belonged to 1jhe Hindoo-China 
navigation company and was sunk by 
a Russian torpedo boat in Pigeon bay, 
.Inly 16. The Kussians claimed that 
the HJpsun? was sent to the bottom 
because she tried to run away front 
them. The captain of the vessel, how- 
ever, claimed that the engines were 
stopped when he was sunk by a tor- 
pedo boat.

Jap Squadron Arrives. 


Rome, Aug. 23.—A telegram from 


Shanghai to the Italia Miliatire today 
says that a Japanese squadron com- 
posed of the battleship Tuji. the cruis. 
er Kasagi and two other vessels have. 
anchored before Wco Sung, while aj 
squadron of destroyers entered the 
harbor of Shanghai. The Japanese ad 
roiral, according to the dispatch, has 
orders to bombard the Russian cruis- 
er Askold and the Russian 
torpedo 


boat destroyer Gnsovo, which are now 
in Port there in a disabled condition 
«s a result of the encounter with the 
Japanese fleet at sea, some days ago. 


;Liao Yaiig, Aug. 23.—With each ad- 
ditional report from Port Arthur won- 
der increases both at the persistence 
of the Japanese attack and the heroic 
stubbornness of the defenders of the 
fortress. 
The Japanese are literally 


throwing away thousands of lives in 
the hope of shaking the courage of the 
Russian troops. Major General Fock 
says he is confident the fortress can 
not be taken, but that if it is taken 
the whole Japanese army will have to 
Immolate itself on the slopes of the 
fortifications. 


There were five desperate assaults 


on Green hills July 2G, the Japanese 
returning each time with apparently 
inexhaustible reinforcements. On the 
final assault, however, the Japanese 
broke badly, throwing away their 
guns, cartridge belts^ and evea their 


boots to t. cilitate their flight, and 
leaving 7,000 dead or wounded. 


The assault on Green hills was re- 


peated on July 27, and there were fre- 
quent hand-to-hand encounters, the 
Russians leaving their trenches to 
follow their enemies. The assaults of 
July 28 and July 29 on the Wolf hills 
were not followed up, the Japanese 
being too severely shaken. We evac- 
uated the Wolf hills chiefly for strat- 
egic reasons, as the hills made the 
lina.ot defenses too long to effectually 
withstand uxe lunous auacKs 01 tne 
Japanese. 


The assault of July 30 was made in 


the dark of night in the hope of sur- 
prising the Russians. Sixty thousand 
men were hurled against our 13,000, 
but the Russians drove them back 
again and again "at the point of the 
bayonet. It was another Shipka pass. 
The Japanese poured in fresh bat- 
talions, and the slopes, covered with 
the dead and the dying, literally ran 
with blood. As near as can be ascer- 
tained this assault cost the Japanese 
10,000 men. 


The Japanese losses since the siege 


began have been 28,000 men. The ex- 
plosion of one mine wiped cut 5.000. 
This.was an awful sight. A volcano 
of stones dismembered the bodies of 
the soldiers, while the sky was lit up 
with a purple glare, and the mud 
walls of the Chinese village were 
thrown down by the shock. After this 
fight General Stoessel collected 20.000 
Japanese 
rifles. The Japanese in- 


stalled 20 siege guns on the Wolf hills 
Aug. 8. Fcur of these are 12-inch 
guns. They iiave not yet reached our 
shore batteries, which arXstill out of 
range, but they have damaged the dry- 
dock and the railway station. 


Russia Will Act. 


" St Petersburg, Aug. 23.—The news 
that the navy department at Washing- 
ton absolutely denied that the United 
States warships at Shanghai had re- 
ceived instructions to assist in the 
protection of the neutrality of China 
or to in any way interfere with the 
Japanese warships put something of 
a damper on the feeling of satisfaction 
with which the earlier reports had 
been received. Nevertheless the ques- 
tion relating to the cruiser Askold and 
the torpedo-boat destroyer Grozovoi 
is expected to be adjusted as soon as 
China and Japan come to an agree- 
ment, and the ships will be disarmed, 
the admiralty having decided that it 
would be suicidal to ssnd them out 
against the superior force of the Jap- 
anese lying in wait. 


Uncle Sam Keeps Out. 


Washington, Aug. 23.—Consul Gen- 


eral Goodnow cabled the state depart- 
ment that the conference of "foreign 
consuls at Shanghai held two ses- 
sions. After a good deal of discussion 
no solution was offered for the pres- 
ent condition of affairs, and it was 
suggested that each consul report di- 
rectly to his own government asking 
•what should be done, if anything. Mr. 
Gcodnow har! no suggestions to offer 
to the state department. He has been 
given instructions 
which, it is be- 


lieved, will prevent the'United Stales 
from being entangled in the settle- 
ment of the question of China's neu- 
trality at Shanghai. 


Up to China. 


St. Petersburg. Aug. 23.—Japan has 


not replied to Russia's protest against 
the capture of the Ryeshitelni at Che- 
foo and the latest communication does 
not necessarily 
anticipate a reply. 


Russia will hold China responsible for 
redress. The statement issued by t 3 
government at Tokyo, the authorities 
here say, does not meet the issue. 
They can noC^believe that Japan has 
seriously set up the contention that 
the Ryeshitelni was fully armed, even 
when her small arms and men had 
been taken off.

air by means of a balloon. He contem- 
plates fitting the public out with wings 
so that each individual can go from 
point to point through the air with as 
little difficulty as is now experienced 
in riding a bicycle and in time with 
perhaps even less danger than bicycle 
riding now involves. 


The inventor has succeeded hereto- 


fore in doing things about which peo- 
ple were skeptical. He was put in the 
class with Jules Verne's Captain Nemo 
when l>e began experimenting with 
submarine boats, but the boat that 
navigates the ocean beneath the waves 
is now an undoubted success. Conse- 
quently, when he says he expects soon 
to be able to flap a pair of wings and 
ascend into the air, weight is given to 
his promise. 


The flying machine devised by Mr. 


Holland consists of four wings, each 
ten to fifteen feet Ion?.

This arrangement, it will be noted, is 
different from that supposed to be in 
vogue among the angels, but of course 
the science of flying is new among 
mortals, and improvements may be in- 
troduced as time goes on.

The ordinary land cyclone is usually 


quite harmless, and it is ouly by a 
mistaken use of the term that It has 
luev"."-'? tiSYKi?*^ --"ti 'iiose territy- 
ing storms peculiar to our country 
known as tornadoes. Cyclones have a 
bad reputation because they are com- 
monly associated 
with other more 


harmful storms. Instead of being dan- 
gerous and destructive they are the 
chief source of rain in spring and au- 
tumn and supply the snow which adds 
so much more to the pleasure of our 
northern winter. They cover a large 
Ixtent of territory at one time and on 
;in iiv»M"i!r«* follow one another across 
the country from west to east at in- 
tervals of about three days. 


A tornado often does great damage. 


It is known by its funnel shaped cloud, 
which bounds and bounces along, now 
high in the air and again touching the 
ground. 
Where it skims along the 


ground the havoc is greatest. Here the 
mightiest structures of man are crush- 
ed in an instant before the avalanches 
of wind let loose from every direction. 
The air seems to have an explosive 
force, buildings falling outward in- 
stead of inward, as one might think. 
In such a storin no place is safe, but 
the southwest corner of a cellar af- 
fords the best protection obtainable. 
If in the open, lie flat on the ground. 
Imring a tornado, which lusts but a 
few minutes, the sky is covered by 
clouds of inky blackness, which here 
and there take on a livid greenish hue. 
The surface winds rush spirally up- 
ward into the funnel shaped cloud, 
carrying with them many 'articles 
which are afterward dropped some 
distance beyond. The danger zone is 
confined to a path less than half a mile 
in width and 100 miles in length. 
These storms occur only on' land. 


The true hurricane is ocean born. On 


the high seas of the tropics it marshals 
its forces of wind and wave, before 
which the stoutest ship is helpless and 
the fairest islands are laid waste. Even 
the sturdy mainland trembles under 
its awful castigation. These ocean 
storms last much longer than torna- 
does, cover more territory and cause 
more damage. 
The hurricane which 


overwhelmed Galveston destroyed sev- 
eral thousand lives and millions of dol- 
lars' worth of property. 
The West 


India islands are frequently scourged 
by these awful visitations and 6ur own 
Atlantic coast sometimes feels the lash 
of these dreaded storms. 


But the hurricane and the tornado 


are rare. The former seldom extends 
far inland and usually occurs in the 
late summer or fall. 
Tornadoes are 


products of the south and west and are 
mostly confined to the spring and early 
summer months. The cyclone is a uni- 
versal storm which travels over land 
and sea, in season and out of season,

The Cause of Waterspout*. 


A waterspout is a meteorological phe- 


nomenon of peculiar character, which 
is occasionally observed on land but 
usually occurs at sea. It consists of a 
cone shaped pillar of condensed vapor 
which descends, with the apex down- 
ward, from a dense cloud and at sea at- 
tracts a somewhat similar cone in a 
reversed position from the surface of 
the water. The two may not inaptly 
be compared to a gigantic hour glass. 
The cause of this phenomenon is sup- 
posed to be the gyratory movement of 
the air with such swiftness as to pro- 
duce a vacuum in the axis of rotation, 
and the contact of the lower extremity 
of such an axis with water would ef- 
fect the elevation of a column of the 
latter to a considerable height. The 
most probable solution of the phenome- 
non is that waterspouts originate in 
adjacent strata of air of different tem- 
peratures running in opposite direc- 
tions in the upper regions of the at- 
mosphere. 
They condense the vapor 


and give it a whirling motion so that 
it descends tapering to the sea below 
and causes the surface of the water to 
ascend in a pointed spiral till it joins 
that from above.

Holland's plan both hands and feet 
•will be used in working the wings. 
The mechanism upon which the in- 
ventor is now experimenting in a shop 
in Jersey City is composed of alu- 
minium, steel wire and leather and 
ouly weighs about twenty-two pounds, 
exclusive of the wings. It has not been 
decided of what to make them. "But," 
says some one, "what if the wings 
should break or the mechanism should 
fail to work while the wearer is a few 
hundred feet up in the air?" Mr. Hol- 
land intends to provide against acci- 
dent by building the wings in such a 
manner that the person flying can come 
to the ground slowly and safely if any- 
thing goes wrong with the apparatus. 


Once the possibility of flying has 


been proved it will be easy to provide 
particular kinds of wings for different 
kinds of people. The butterfly of fash- 
ion will naturally -want a different 
styk- of wings fmru the workingmnn 
who flies from his suburban cottage 
to the factor}- in the city each morning, 
carrying his dinner pail. Fashions in 
wings will in time adapt themselves 
to the requirements of the case. In a 
similar way persons who learn to lly 
will soon discover how to avoid eu- 
tnnplii.g themselves in trolley wires 
and how not to alight in the stiwt in 
front of an automobile or on top of a 
baby carriage. Similar difficulties were 
mastered when people began to ride 
bicycles. 
Mr. Holland advises select- 


ing *he top of a skyscraper or an open 
space in a pfirk for alighting, as It -will 
be necessary to descend at an angle 
rather than straight down.

WILL BE FOUGHT ON THE FAMOUS 


BATTLEFIELD OF BULL RUN. 


Militia and Reeular Army Troop* 


Will Contend In Mock Warfare a« 
the Artni«n of tbe North and «f tbe 
Sooth Old In Real Battle. 


One of the most famous battlefields 


in the world is that of Bull Run, and 
the greatest mimic battle ever fought 
Is scheduled to take place on this his- 
toric ground next month. From 25,000 
to 35,000 troops, regulars and militia, 
will participate in the 
maneuvers, 


which will simulate the movements of 
the Federal and Confederate armies 
during the battles at Bull Run in the 
first and second years of the civil war. 
This reproduction, on a scale almost 
equal to the original, of two of the 
most momentous and deadly combats 
of history will naturally be of great in- 
terest to all veterans of tbe civil war, 
•whether they wore the uniform of the 
blue or of the gray. It will have a far 
reaching educational effect and will be 
extremely valuable from a tactical 
point of view to the officers and men 
of the militia and regular army taking 
part. 


The old battlefield extends about ten 


miles in one direction and five in an-

The probability that vehicles driren 


by steam would be the future means of 
transportation on land was very well 
foreseen twenty years before the eight- 
eenth century closed by Oliver Evans 
of Philadelphia, the inventor of the 
high pressure steam engine. As early 
as 1786 he petitioned the legislature of 
Pennsylvania for the exclusive right to 
use his inventions for road wagons to 
be propelled by steam. The word loco- 
motive had not then come into use. 
This privilege was denied, but the 
Maryland legislature granted the right 
for fourteen years. There appeared at 
One time good prospects of Evans ob- 
taining the necessary financial support 
to apply his steam engine to the propul- 
sion of boats and road wagons, but 
some cautious capitalist of that day 
determined to have B. H. Latrobe, an 
accomplished architect and engineer, 
report upon the schemes that Evans 
was 
advocating. 
Latrobe reported 


strongly against the steam engine, say- 
Ing that the inventor was a visionary. 
This report ruined Evans' career and 
deprived America of the benefits of 
tbe steam engine in transportation for 
two generations longer.

The first battle of Bull Run was the 


first important battle of the civil war 
and was fought on Sunday, July 21, 
1861. 
The location of the battlefield is 


in northeast Virginia, about thirty miles 
from Washington. The Federal army 
was commanded by General McDowell 
and the Confederate troops by Generals 
Beauregard and Joseph E. Johnston. 
The result was a demoralizing defeat 
for the Union arms. The second battle 
of Bull Run was fought on Aug. 29 and 
30, 18G2, General Pope being iu com- 
mand of the Federal troops and those 
of the Confederacy being under com- 
mand of General Robert E. Lee. 
The 


losses were great on both sides, those of 
the Union army being about 14,500. The 
Federal army was driven back on Wash- 
ington. 


In the mimic battle at Bull Run the 


soldiers of today will ambush behind 
the same redoub*s. climb over the same 
hills and charge over some of the 
same bridges as did the armies of the 
opposing Union and Confederate gen- 
erals in the great battles of the civil 
war. Most of the landmarks of forty 
years ago remain. In many places 
about the battlefield signs have now 
been posted to mark notable spots.

erate sin in killing the albatross

Such an ideal 
course must be hi harmony with the 
nature, growth and needs tf the child, 
and must expcurd the methods anrt 
outlines of contemporary civilization. 
An entirely praciical course of study 
would perhaps differ from tr-is -jut- 
!ine, the difference to be explained by 
the fact th:it wo are now :ri the Stone 


;e of Education. Is there any gon- 


f-ral agreement as to such course ot 
stuiv? Not at all. When a set jilan 
is proposed for work to V>o clone, 
it 


f-houlcl be outlined by subjects, noi 
pages. 


The course should emphasize indi- 


vidual need. The chief purpose of the 
kindergarten period 
should be

dom at the time when the brain is de- 
veloping rer::-.l rayicily.

this, tlie years from seven to ten—the

cardboard, cork and sealing wax. Mod- 
ern science has rendered necessary for- 
many investigations highly expensive 
instruments, and great laboratories are 
required for college purposes, but, ob- 
serves Professor Darwin, "tbe number 
of great investigators bas been but lit- 
tle increased by laboratories, aud those 
who are interested in science and have 
not access to laboratories should not 
give up their study in despair." There 
are gentlemen living today who have 
spent almost as many thousands as 
\evrton and Stokes spent pounds over 
tlieir apparatus and yet up to the pres- 
ent have not far eclipsed tne two Lu- 
casian professors.—London Telegraph.
